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Meet the man behind 
the new and diversified 
Public House Theatre

What happens when your accidental sketch 
show becomes a surprise hit? For “Bye Bye Liver” 
writer-producer Byron Hatfield, the trajectory 
led—down a somewhat long and winding road— 
to opening The Public House Theatre. 

In 2006, Hatfield—a Tennessee native who 
moved to Chicago in 2002 post-college and soon 
after won a Babes With Blades theater company 
playwriting competition—contracted with Go- 
rilla Tango Theatre to stage an original play, but 
ran out of time before he could complete it and 
instead mounted “Bye Bye Liver,” an interactive 
drinking game-themed sketch show. 

Scheduled for a three-week run, the show sold 
out immediately and extended, changing venues 
twice over six years, increasing to four shows per 
weekend and expanding into 10 additional cities 
(it still plays in seven, including Chicago). 

In March, Hatfield opened The Public House 
Theatre, which features two theaters and a bar, in 
the former Live Bait Theater space. 

But rather than rent it out on off-nights, he 
hired a team of producers, writers and staff to 
create additional original programming and 
to partner with local artists and companies to 
develop and produce their new shows. We called 
him to find out more. 


What brought you to Chicago in the first place? 
It’s the dumbest thing. In college, we had a group 
called NASNNIP—Not Always Shakespeare, 
Not Necessarily in the Park. It was a theater 
troupe, but we kept writing shorter and shorter 
and funnier and funnier plays and finally it was 


like, “These things are brilliant—they’re like five- 
minute-long funny plays. I don’t know why the 
hell people hadn't thought about this —let’s do 
this!” I literally thought I invented sketch. And 
everyone was like, “Chicago is the place for this 
stuff—they do this.” “Really? Well, let’s go there 
and teach them a lesson.” I didn’t know about 
Second City; I didn’t know iO, ’cause I was all 
theater—on the complete other side of stuff. So 
I come to Chicago [laughs], and I was like, “Oh 
... L see ... everyone does this. OK, never mind.” 
{Laughs.]} 


But then “Bye Bye Liver” opened. 

It was a three-week run originally, that was it— 
three weeks and out. It sold out the first night, 
so we extended immediately. We had to move to 
an 11 o'clock slot, which kind of sucks, because 
it was BYOB at the beginning, which is just the 
wild [bleep]ing west of theater, much less drink- 
ing theater. People would come in with a handle 
of fricking whiskey and you'd be like, “Oh, this is 
going to be a night.” 


What steps did it take to make the transition to 
the next level? 

Two years in, “Bye Bye Liver” really blew up. 

It started doing multiple shows per night, and 
then immediately I just turned so ghetto rich. 

I didn’t have a bank account; I started paying 
for everything in cash. Within three months of 
adding the multiple weekend shows I was like, if 
I don’t hire someone, I’m going to be a crackhead 
somewhere in four years, having blown through 
everything. The first thing was, I had to get 
somebody that would let me not be a dumbass, a 
financial guy. So I found [director of operations} 
Matt [Mattingly] through a friend. He saw the 
potential in it; he’s the guy who’s led the expan- 
sion efforts. I listen to him constantly.

Why add the responsibility of a theater? 

The ability to say “yes” and take risks. It was a 
choice between sitting back and just pulling in 
proceeds from “Bye Bye Liver” and kind of being 
an [bleep}hole or reinvesting in something I re- 
ally, really believe in. I have {laughs} invested over 
go percent of the proceeds, either back into the 
actors or back into other projects, actually. 


What made you think you’d succeed? 

Over the course of all of this time, we have 
continued to produce other plays. There’s a very 
specific style of [what I call} long-form narrative 
sketch that I like—it has through-lines and you’re 
telling a story, but it’s that same in-and-out humor 
of sketch and you're not overly dedicated to real- 
ism. It’s not an artists’ commune where it’s “yes” 
to everything. We don’t produce improv. We don’t 
produce stand-up. And we don’t take all comers.

Courtney Love’s on 
the comeback trail 


Courtney Love has changed. She’s just wait- 
ing for the world to notice. 

In the aftermath of the death of her hus- 
band, Kurt Cobain, Love grieved very pub- 
licly, acting erratically and struggling with 
addiction for several years, while leading her 
band Hole and nurturing an acting career 
that landed her a best actress Golden Globe 
nomination for “The People vs. Larry Flynt” 
in 1996. 

“I don't really care what people think about 
me on a certain level,” Love said, calling from 
her home in Greenwich Village. “But when it 
hurts my capacity to function ... to get a rent- 
al, say, “We want first year and last year’—not 
‘first month and last month’ rent. Two years’ 
rent! It’s hard core, some of the stuff that goes 
along with having this reputation.” 

Love is looking to “clean that up.” She’s 
already been chosen to represent French de- 
signer Yves Saint Laurent’s latest Saint Lau- 
rent line. She’s working on a memoir that’s 
set to be released by HarperCollins by Christ- 
mas. She’s also set to be part of an upcoming 
TV series that she says she can’t discuss yet. “I 
need someone to just vacuum up the nonsense 
that’s been out there about me since like ’o4,” 
she said. “Why is this stuff still going around? 
Why is everyone still calling me ‘crazy, mak- 
ing inferences that I’m still on drugs, when 
that hasn’t gone on since ’o4?” 

And, maybe most importantly, Love is 
working on new music that she is eager to 
show off. Love says she has had an album 
completed for nine months and is just wait- 
ing for her new label to finish work on Prince’s 
release so that her album—billed as Courtney 
Love, not Hole—can come out.

Love said she doesn’t want to play too much 
of her new music on this tour because she 
doesn’t want it all to end up on YouTube be- 
fore the record company is ready. Of course, 
she has plenty of older material to choose 
from, including the alternative rock classic 
“Live Through This,” as well as her underap- 
preciated solo album “America’s Sweetheart.” 

However, some new songs will likely make 
their way into the set. 

“I can’t stand not playing new songs—it 
drives me nuts,” she said, adding that she will 
throw in some covers. “It’s the whole point. 
It’s the whole purpose of what I do. I’m not 
going to join the oldies circuit. I’d rather re- 
tire than do that—it’s just not my thing.” 

And don’t look for a Hole reunion tour any 
time soon. “I’m not going to play with [Hole 
guitarist} Eric Erlandson,” Love said, adding 
that she has received offers to reunite the 
band for a “greatest hits” tour. “I don’t like 
him. I’ve been playing with Micko Larkin for 
eight years now, which is as long as I played 
with Eric, and we’ve never had a fight, let 
alone ro fights a day.” 

Love says she’s looking forward to people 
getting the chance to see what she is really 
like these days. Her prospective TV series, 
she believes, may go a long way toward rein- 
troducing her to a lot of people. 

“The thing about these shows is that they’re 
unflinching,” she said. “If you have a good de- 
meanor and you're in a good place, then what 
can people say?”

feeling hungrier than those eating slowly metabolized foods 
with more fiber and less sugar. 

Dr. David Ludwig, who directs the hospital’s Obesity 
Prevention Center, and colleagues tested a group of 12 over- 


weight or obese men and found that those who ate meals 


with high glycemic indexes (characterized by simple carbs 


and sugary drinks) experienced “increased hunger, and selec- 


tively stimulated brain regions associated with reward and 
craving” compared with the group who ate the low-glycemic 


meals, the study said. 

The study, published recently in the American Journal of Clinical 
Nutrition, builds on a growing body of research about “highly palat- 
able” foods and their effects on pleasure centers of the brain, which 
also are associated with addiction. 

Ludwig told The New York Times that his research “suggests that 
based on their effects on brain metabolism, all calories are not alike. 
Not everybody who eats processed carbohydrates develops uncontrol- 
lable food cravings. But for the person who has been struggling with 
weight in our modern food environment and unable to control their 
cravings, limiting refined carbohydrates may be a logical first step.”

Yet suggesting 
that kids can achieve their dreams through 
artificial supplements doesn’t seem like a 
great message —at least the forgettable “De- 
spicable Me 2” was anti-steroids —even if it’s 
essentially bitten from “Rookie of the Year.” 
And Theo dubbing himself Turbo and 
racing in the Indy 500? Humans who fre-

Plus, Turbo’s not a car. If he wanted to 
race against the world’s fastest runners, that 
might be OK. But you can’t put on a jetpack 
and say you want to race against cars. 
Superpowers aren’t a skill, and Superman 
doesn’t race against planes and call himself a 
champion. He’s got more important things 
to do. 

Early in “Turbo,” a snail tells Theo, 
“Nothing ventured, nothing gained.” That 
defines this painfully familiar family flick, 
whose generic narrative of going out into 
the world and pursuing an unlikely goal is 


soured by Tito (Chicago native Michael 
Pena), the human kindred spirit of Theo 
who stereotypically drives a taco truck 
because, you see, he is Mexican. 

The movie’s one funny idea about crows 
constantly snatching snails is repeated 


until it’s not clever anymore, and ultimately 
“Turbo” just resembles a mash-up of “Rata- 
touille,” “A Bug’s Life” and “Cars” anyway. 

Lately Pixar doesn’t have much imagina- 
tion left, but I assume they still have a legal 
department.

We got the 
script eventually after we'd been cast, and I 
read it through. I was like, “This is the most 
incredible spectacle, I think, that I’ve ever 
imagined.” Now that I’ve seen the movie, it’s 
even more amazing. 


Did your experience on “Pacific Rim” help 
you to prepare for your “True Blood” role? 
Working on “Pacific Rim,” there was a lot of 
green-screen stuff—look out at this big green 
screen and then Guillermo would come and 
show you sketches of what you were going 

to be looking at and what the scene was go- 
ing to be. There was still a great amount of 
imagination needed to try and match up and 
convey the reality of the fantastical moment. 
To be allowed to use your imagination and 

to imagine things which are unimaginable 
has also allowed me the freedom to express 
my imagination more in a fantasy setting like 
“True Blood,” too. 


You mentioned that you’re a big science- 
fiction fan. What are some of your favorite 
films or novels? 
I’ve read everything that Isaac Asimov ever 
wrote, for a start. I’m massively into my fantasy 
genre, anything by R.A. Salvatore or David 
Gemmell. I’ve read every single book those 
writers have written. When it comes to favor- 
ite science-fiction films, that’s huge. I’m a mas- 
sive Trekkie. I’ve got original artwork from 
the ’7os. I’ve got outfits. Yeah, I have actual 
“Star Trek” outfits that I wear. I’m a mas- 
sive, massive “Star Trek” fan. When the 
films were being made, when the second 
one was being made, I called my agent, 
I was like, “Just tell them that I want to 
be an extra. I would do anything.”
